The  1951-52  basketball  team  coached 
by  Hank  Fallon  was  on  a  slightly  better 
plane  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  Tech 
emerged  victorious  in  three  out  of  nine- 
teen contests  this  season,  whereas  last 
year  they  won  only  one  game. 

A  completely  green  squad  was  present- 
ed to  Hank  Fallon  with  the  exception  of 
Charles  Kay  and  Ralph  Hanson,  two  of  last 
year's  returning  lettermen.  With  very 
little  material  on  hand  and  an  extreme  lack 
of  height  Hank  Fallon  did  an  exceptionally 
good  job  of  organizing  his  players,  and 
bettered  the  school's  previous  season  by 
two  games.
